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The  Citizen  has  steadily  maintained  the 
proposition  that  whatever  became  an  item 
of  public  statement,  was,  therefore,  an  .tem 
of  legitimate  news.  It  rests,  however,  with 
the  conductors  of  this  paper,  either  to  defer 
•  criticism  and  comment  altogether,  or  to  in 
f  dicate  their  sentiments  in  any  such  case. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Berry,  of  Montclair,  made, 
last  Sunday,  some  remarks  to  his  congrega¬ 
tion  which  produced  in  their  minds  great 
surprise,  and  profound  sympathy  and  regret. 
It  appears  to  us  higlyy  improper  that  we 
should  say  more  than  ^this  at  present.  But 
we  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  our  re¬ 
gard  for  the  dignified,  courteous  and  Chris 
tian  demeanor  of  Dr.  Berry. 


ihe  township.  A  large  portion  of  the  most 
attractive  land  lies  outside  of  tins  area. 

Nearly  all  the  land  east  of  the  canal  is 
higher  than  the  village,  and  is  admirably 
located  for  improvement.  New  streets  are 
needed  and  should  be  opened  at  an  early 
day. 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  Court 
of  Commou  Pleas  for  the  opening  of  Liberty 
street,  east  of  the  canal,  to  Chestnut  street 
This  extension  would  bring  into  the  market 
a  large  number  of  lots  which  could  be  sold 
at  moderate  rates,  and  would  yet  produce  a 
good  price  for  the  land. 

A I  the  prices  now  placed  upon  good  lots 
nearer  the  centre,  few  men  can  afford  to 
purchase  more  than  enough  for  a  moderate 
sized  house  and  garden,  but  by  going  a  little 
further  out  the  same  money  would  secure 
them  all  the  land  needed  to  prevent  their 
neighbors  from  looking  into  their  window 

The  property  along  the  upper  part  of 
Broad  street  only  needs  to  be  put  in  good 
condition  to  become  very  attractive,  and  the 
upper  part  of  Ridgewood  uvenne,  and  indeed 
the  whole  of  that  ridge  between  Bloomfield 
and  Montclair  is  not  surpassed  by  any  por¬ 
tion  ol  ihe  township. 

Horace  Greeley  said,  “the  way  to  resume 
is  lo  resume.”  The  way  to  improve  your 
property  is  to  improve  it. 

Few  people  wish  to  buy  farm  "land  and 
then  labor  lo  convert  it  into  a  garden.  The 
men  who  have  land  to  sell  should  get  their 
streets  opened  and  the  trees  planted,  and 
the  tumbledown  .fences  either' repaired  or 
removed,  then  purchasers  will  be  able  to  see 
the  advantage  offered  them. 

Orange  and  Fast  Orange  are  becoming 
thickly  settled  now,  so  that  sewerage  seems 
to  be  a  necessity,  and  the  price  of  land  there 
much  higher  than  in  Bloomfield.  The 
part  of  Bloomfield  which  lies  south  of  Bay 
avenue  is  larger  than  Orange  and  East  Or¬ 
ange  united,  while  we  have  only  one-fifth 
as  great  a  population  We  think  there  is 
no  reason,  why,  if  proper  efforts  are  made, 
we  should  not  secure  a  large  percentage  of 
the  people  who  are  seeking  homes  in  Essex 
county.

The  excellent  work  done  by  our  fire  eom 
panies  the  past  week  is  deserving  of  great 
praise,  and  demonstrates  anew  their  effi¬ 
ciency.  In  the  moment  of  actual  danger 
the  morale  of  the  men  was  perfect,  showing 
that  the  preservation  of  property  is  held 
above  all  personal  or  company  advantage. 
Nevertheless  the  presence  of  dissatisfaction 
is  always  a  source  of  danger.  The  jealous¬ 
ies  of  rival  companies  may  at  any  time 
break  out  into  open  revolt.  Disbandment 
is  the  only#cure  for  deep  seated  trouble.  It 
is  pretty  g*  nerally  known  that  the  present

powers  uow  vested  in  the  trustees  of  the 
fire  association.  Moneys  paid  in  have  not, 
so  it  is  claimed,  been  properly  returned  in 
benefits  to  the  companies  contributing. 
One  company  prospers  at  the  expense  ol 
another.  Such  is  the  charge. 

The  answer  is,  of  course,  a  complete  dis¬ 
claimer.  The  moneys  have  been  fairly  and 
equitably  distributed.  At  any  rate,  the 
trustees  represent-in  their  membership  ^both 
companies,  and  may  be  relied  upon  to  ad¬ 
judicate  anr  and  all  claims. 

To  this,  the  malcontents  reply,  that  the 
present  organization  is  a  cumbrous  and  use 
less  machine,  which  tjas  served  its  day. 
Built  up  to  furnish  a  lire  service,  it  has 
done  its  work  and  should  noVr  yield  to  the 
direct  jeon trol  of  the  Township  Committee. 

Ney  companies  object  to  organization 
under  the  Fire  Association,  preferring  like 
freer  and  more  direct  control  of  responsible 
township  officers.  To  determine  this  ques¬ 
tion  the  trustees  suggest  an  appeal  to  con 
tributors  to  the  fire  fund.  Would  it  not  be 
better  to  make  the  appeal  more  general 
still,  say  to  the  whole  body  of  taxpayers  ? 
By  its  action  in  twice  sustaining  a  township 
appropriation  and  by  geaeroas  support  of 
the  fire  bazars,  the  people.have  shown  their 
interest  in  this  enterprise.  Let  them  de¬ 
cide  as  to  where  future  responsibility  shall 
rest.  There  are  many  precedents  for  reor¬ 
ganization.  In  other  places  it  has  been 
fouud  necessary.  East  Orange, 'whose  situa¬ 
tion  is  nearer  to  our  own  than  any  other,  is 
so  organized.  Its  department  has  since  be¬ 
come  more  efficient  than  beforo.  One  pre¬ 
cedent  for  this  action  has  already  been 
made  at  home.  The  park  was  graded  by 
the  joint  action  of  the  township  with  the 
Village  Improvement  Association,  township 
money  being  actually  turned  over  to  a 
Joint  Committee  for  expenditure.  Yet 
when  the  work  was  done  tho  park  was  im¬ 
mediately  returned  to  the  care  of  the  Town¬ 
ship  Committee.  Why  not  fire  department 
also?  Is  not  the  fire  system  complete  or 
are  the  committtee  incompetent  to  manage 
this  department?  That  is  for  the  people  to 
judge !  Give  them  all  a  chance.  A  full  dis¬ 
cussion  should  be  had  with  a  disposition  to 
accept  the  full  results  of  the  debate.  Undtr 
any  control  harmony  is  essential  to  success.
